Sink Two German Submarines 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(2)—, 


Destruction of two German subma- 
rines in the South Atlantic, one 
after five and one-half hours of 
battling in which six Navy and 
Army planes participated, was re- 
ported by the Navy tonight. 

Both submarines were sighted, 
attacked and sunk by planes fly- 
ing search missions from Ascen- 
sion island, midway across the At- 
lantic from the South American 
bulge at Natal, Brazil. 

Seven times Navy Liberator 
bombers roared down on one sub- 
marine dropping 33 depth charges 
and strafing the U-boat’s decks. 
Two Army planes also joined in 
the fight dropping 10 demolition 
bombs. 

The submarine was first sight- 
ed and so damaged that it could 
not submerge and escape, by a 
plane _ piloted by Lieutenant 
Charles A. Baldwin, 25, Route 4, 
Box 70, Kearney,,Neb. It finally 


went down after another 
| Liberator piloted by Lieutenant 
William R. Ford, 28, of Crescent 
City, Fla., had attacked, returned 
to its base for refueling, and came 
back with a partly new crew for 


the final kill. 

The second submarine, the Navy 
said, was destroyed “a few weeks 
later’? by another Liberator bomb-

LONDON, Jan. 12.—(#)—The Polish cabinet, after a second all-day 
discussion of Moscow’s offer of a modified Curzon lines as the Polish- 
Russian boundary, was drafting a reply tonight which was expected 
to spar for more favorable terms but leave the way open for a settle- 


ment. 

There was a widespread belief 
in London that the Poles eventu- 
ally would submit to the Russian 
declaration under guidance of 
Britain and America. 

The Russians early yesterday 
gaid they intended to keep most 
of the Ukrainian and White Rus- 
sian territories incorporated into 


the Soviet Union in 1939, but sug- | 


gested the slightly less drastic 
Curzon-line proposal of 1919 as a 
working basis and said Poland 
could recompense herself by gain- 
ing an outlet to the Baltic sea at 
Germany's expense in the west. 


The initial Polish reply, prom- 
ised Thursday, may deal at length 
with data designed to refute the 
Russian assertion that the Polish 
government in London does not 
control the Polish underground 
resistance to the Germans. 

The Poles also may cite popula- 
tion statistics to support hopes of 
regaining much of the eastern ter- 
ritory which the Russians claim is 
not predominantly of Polish race.

Welfare Board 
Saves $77,495 


The State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare saved $77,495 in op- 
erating expenses during the past 
year, Director A. J. Hartley said 
in his annual report to Governor 
Arnall. 

The administrative costs were 
reduced from $379,843 in 1942 to 
$302,347 in 1943, Hartley said yes- 
terday. The department operated 
the final quarter of 1943 without 
requesting any administrative 
funds for operations. 

For the first time in history, 
it cleared the rolls of pending ap- 
plications for aid to the aged and 
to the blind. In addition, it also 
increased the amount of money 
granted to aged persons to $1,- 
413,080. 

Reorganizing its set-up, the de- 
partment reduced its personnel 
from 215 to 108. 

Other features of the report 
showed: 1—A system of inven- 
tory control and cost accounting 
inaugurated at the Milledgeville 
state hospital; 2—Virtual comple- 
tion of a 150-bed dormitory at the 
Georgia Training School for Men- 
tal Defectives at Gracewood, near 
Augusta; 3—Opening of a training 
school for delinquent Negro girls 
et Macon; 4—Reorganization of 
the Georgia Training School for 
White Girls, near Atlanta; 5—Im- 
provement of the Boys’ Training 
School, near Milledgeville, and 6— 
Establishment of regular district 
meetings of the state staff with 
the county welfare directors, pub- 
lic welfare workers, and other 
staff employes of the various coun- 
ty departments. 

In another report submitted to 
the Governor yesterday, Comp- 
troller General Homer C. Parker 
predicted the insurance depart- 
ment would collect at least a half 
million dollars more money in 
premium taxes in 1944 than has 
been collected from this source in 
any previous year. 

“This¢increase is due not only 
to a simplification of collecting 
by changing the period for which 
collections are made, but by the 
application of our retaliatory 
statute with reference to the col- 
lection of these particular taxes,” 
Parker said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(/)— 
Republicans today tagged Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message to con- 


gress, particularly the part advanc- 
ing a postwar “bill of enonomic 
rights,” as a fourth term bid and 
a preview of the 1944 Democratic 
platform. 

That was the reaction of most 
G. O. P. members in congress. and 
also of Republican national com- 
mitteemen going home after their 
meeting in Chicago. 

“It all adds up to a fourth term 
bid,” was the way Representative 
Jenkins, Republican, Ohio, viewed 
it. 


Representative Martin, of Mass- 
achusetts, the house Republican 
leader, observed that throughout 
the message the chief executive 
“never for a moment forgot that 
there is an election ahead.” 


ALREADY CANDIDATE 

Senator Ferguson, Republican, 
Michigan, said he did not interpret 
the message as a fourth term an- 
nouncement “since the President 
already was a candidate for an- 
other term, in my opinion.” , 

However, he said, the five points 
enunciated by the President might 
be interpreted as a campaign plat- 
form. 

Irrespective of the President's 
views on another term in the 
White House, it is clear that he be- 
lieves the prewar program of so- 
cial changes which was called the 
should be pressed 
again once the conflict is over. 

His bill of economic rights pro- 
jected a vast extension of social 
security and government aids and 
assurances to the individual. List- 
ed as objectives were rights to a 
useful and remunerative job, to 
earn enough for food, clothing and

Thus they regarded it as giving 
a valuable “tipoff” on the opposi- 
tion’s hand to the eight Republican 
committees now engaged in study- 
ing what stand their’party should 
take on foreign and domestic poli- 
cies during the presidential cam- 
paign. 

For the Republicans, the choice 
appears to be whether to try to 
match or outdo the President’s 
program, or to take a more con- 
servative stand.

ing to his ability,” the undersecre- 
tary said. 

Green asserted that national 
service would: “undermine our 
basic concepts of democracy,” de- 
claring that “there is no real com- 
parison between drafting men for 
service in the armed forces of the 
country and drafting them for 
service in private industry, operat- 
ing for private profit.” 

The President put national 
service legislation atop a five 
point stabilization program yester- 
day in his message on the state of 
the Union. And within two hours 
Austin came into the senate with 
a revision of a year-old bill. 

The Vermont senator stepped 
into opposition at the opening 
hearing, however, when he said 
his bill would not abrogate labor’s 
right to strike. 

“The thing that’s causing all this 
talk now is these strikes,” Reyn- 
olds said after the meeting. “If 
this bill won’t prevent strikes then 
I don’t understand it.” 

Other senators contended the 
Austin proposal would do the 
same thing as_ stopping strikes, 
however. Under its terms the 
government could direct workers 
to return to a strike-stilled indus- 
try if it is regarded essential to 
the war. 

If the workers still refused re- 
placements could be recruited 
from among other civilians, by 
conscription if necessary. 

Austin himself—working, as he 
said, “without one word from the 
White House—told the committee 
he would do nothing to force the 
legislation through until he is 
convinced there is a public de- 
mand for it. 

FDR’S “FRANKENSTEIN” 

Discussion spread onto the 
house floor where a Republican 
and a Democrat joined in accusing 
the President of creating a “Frank- 
enstein” by his treatment of labor, 
but disagreed on whether national 
service legislation is necessary to 
control it. 

Representative Gifford, Repub- 
lican, Massachusetts, first made 
the charge in a bitter deunciation 
of the proposal. 

Representative Cox, of Georgia, 
interposed: 

“This action (national service 
legislation) should have been tak- 
en a long time ago. The coddling 
of racketeers in labor now has 
built up a Frankenstein that has 
frightned the President and the 
country out of their boots.” 

Cox said he could understand 
fears that the President might use 
the power of national service leg- 
islation “to further change our 
plan of government,” but he ask- 
: “Are we not compelled to 
take the risk?”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(4)— 
Nettled Republicans on the House 
Elections Committee threw back a 
charge of “politics” today in re- 
ply to a Democratic accusation 
that they are “just shadow-box- 
ing” with the issue of service- 
men’s votes.

A Citizen’s Rights 

It is, in a certain sense, misleading to refer to the economic 
bill of rights which President Roosevelt presented in his mes- 
sage to congress on Tuesday, as a “new” bill of rights. For the 
rights listed there are by no means “new.” They are basic, 
fundamental! rights of every individual in a free form of society. 
The only “newness” is in the open recognition of their justice 
and in their bold ativocacy by the President. The rights them- 
selves have always existed. They are now brought out into the 
open. 

A careful reading of the elght items in the list finds none 
which any man of intelligence and good intent can deny. They 
are all based upon the first two, the rights to a useful job and to 
just remuneration for doing that job. Thus the citizen is called 
upon to earn his place in society but having earned it, the fol- 
lowing listed rights guarantee to him the basic reward which 
should be his. 

It may well be that these economic rights will not be fully 
recognized nor made effective for years to come. Whatever the 
course taken it is indisputably true that these rights, just like 
the political rights listed in the amendments to the constitution 
which constitute our first bill of rights, will not be kept without 
constant watchfulness and eternal vigilance. 

The new bill of rights constitutes the citizen’s individual 
guarantee of security, which no man can deny is his simple due 
when he has contributed his fair share of constructive work 
to the society of which he is a unit. 


Fair Freight Rates 

It is impossible to overestimate the significance of the state- 
ment of C. E. Childs, member of the Board of Research and In- 
vestigation created by the National Transportation Act, to the 
effect that freight rate inequalities are “the nation’s postwar 
problem number one.” 

Mr. Childs, incidentally, is not one of “stupid politicians” into 
which derogative category grandiose railroad presidents ‘seek to 
lump all who oppose their selfish efforts to perpetuate discrimina- 
tory rates. 

He speaks without bias—but with irrefutable logic—when he 
says: | 

“We have made a specia, investigation of the railroad rate 
structure and its effect upon the economic development of the 
country. From the studies we have made and are making, I have 
personally come to the conclusion that the first essential of 
providing an adequate national transportation system is the 
readjustment of the freight rates and rate relationships of the 
railroads and other oarriers, go that each rate will be fairly 
compensatory for the service performed, so that every shipper 
and locality will receive équal treatment in relation to the service 
rendered by the carrier.” 


Investment 

The Trust Company Group, which includes six Georgia banking 
institutions among which is the Trust Company of Georgia, has 
renewed its annual appropriation of $25,000, to be used in the 
development of agricultural and industrial progress in the state. 

Robert Strickland, preside of the Trust Company, told stock- 
holders in his annual report the postwar world will place a greater 
share of responsibility upon private industry. The $25,000 is not 
given as the result of wishful thinking. It is, rather, intended as 
a foundation for the development of private industry in Georgia 
to the point where it will be able to shoulder any responsibility 
that may come. 

But it should never be thought that the gift of such a sum 
is an altruistic gesture. Neither the Trust Company Group, Presi- 
dent Strickland nor any good businessman gives such sums merely 
for the giving. The money, as a matter of fact, is a wise and 
carefully appraised investment in the future development and 
prosperity of Georgia. If Georgia prospers, her institutions, public 
and private, will prosper. Hence the value of the $25,000 appro- 
priation as an investment expected to pay dividends through the 
coming years. 


Would Honor Franklin 


J. Henry Smythe, New York man who has won some renown 
as a double of President Roosevelt, and who came into prominence 
as a slogan maker in 1904 when Theodore Roosevelt was 
nominated for president, has advanced the idea the government 
Should feature the name of Benjamin Franklin in promoting the 
Fourth Liberty War Loan. 

Smythe points out the next drive for funds starts January 18, 
the day following the birthday of the famous patriot of Revolu- 
tionary times. “Dr. Franklin should be remembered as the ‘Father 
of Thrift in America,’ and as the man who raised in France the 
first Liberty Loans,” Smythe said. 

“Poor Richard’s Almanac” sayings can be repeated as they 
apply today, Smythe asserts, and believes clever advertising 
Writers and artists can make the Franklin motif very effective 
in pushing sales of War Bonds.

Howard Cook, wrote an article 
January 6. In it he envied a sol- 
dier. Maybe he doesn’t know the 
kind of life most of them lead. 
Even the gold brickers at times. 
His wife is the one who would 


really get the headache, though. 

Yes, sir, $50 a month really 
goes a 
economics couldn’t 
much farther than some of us 
service men’s wives have to. I 
buy my own coal for heat (at 
regular prices). If I can get it 
at lower prices, someone please 
tell me where. In December I 
was without coal three days be- 
cause I couldn’t find any and it 
was cold. I pay $26 a month for 
a sleeping room with no cooking 
facilities. I eat in town, or sand- 
wiches. I’ve never seen a canteen 
where we can get rationed things 
without stamps. 5 

I think the USO is a grand or- 
ganization. Most of the workers 
for the USO are volunteers after 
they have put in a day’s work. 
My husband and I go to the USO 
often. We save money that way. 
This organization helps service 
wives and other people find 
places to live and jobs in new 
towns. 

Are any of your three sons in 
the service married? If so, ask 
them how they could live of $50 
a month and the small pay the 
private or corporal gets besides 
that. 

Here 
easy soldiers have it. My hus- 
band, along with others, have 
been on maneuvers (two months). 
No matter what kind of weather 
they faked battles, slept on the 
ground, wrote their letters by 
flashlight, and almost froze. They 
didn’t come home for Christmas 
or New Year’s. The boys over 
there didn’t, either. Their battles 
were the real McCoys, too. Many 
had never been away from home 
on Christmas. But it is easy. 

If you gave your reasons for 
striking to the boys over there, 
they would probably quit and 
come home, and I wouldn’t blame 
them. 

Soldiers have no reason to 
strike. To me, sir, they have the 
greatest reason in the world. The 
reason is, they are asked to give 
their lives and we are only asked 
to co-operate. Most of us are co. 
operating, but there is always a 
drawback in every crowd. Those 
boys are young and want to live. 


They don’t want to die, but they | 


are gladly doing it for their 
country. 

Save the country for what? So 
we can have strikes and _ fight 
amongst ourselves? That's the 
way it looks to me. If it keeps 
up it will be the same to them. 
The higher your wages go up the 
higher prices will go. That won't 
prevent an inflation but will give 
it a darned good start. Why 
don’t you put your union leader 
under fire on the front for 90 
days? His tune will change, I’d 
be willing to bet. 

How about talking to a few 
more soldiers and their wives? | 
think you'll find most of the 
women working somewhere. 

Everyone has their own opinion 
and this is mine and many others’.

Cuban ivory. 


HIS OLD RIVAL Mr. Mann is stepping in to thwart his old 
; rival, Mr. Joe Engel, who became a dealer 
in Cuban baseball ivory last year with more than moderate success. 
In a way, Mr. Engel beat his fellow baseball men to the Re- 
public of Cuba as a source of baseball ivory, but he never took the 
trouble to visit the island himself. Mr. Mann is here and the news 
that a baseball president is in Havana has spread. Mr. Mann is 
followed around by a horde of Cubans of all ages who try to im- 
press him, with gesture and Spanish, of their baseball ability. 


They play baseball here on every vacant lot, just as they used 
to do in our own country, and every Cuban kid, be he ragged or 
well clad, dreams of the day when some baseball scout will pull 
him out of the lots and give him a chance. 

Mr. Mann, I judge, could sign a thousand ball players if he 
chose, but he seems to be interested in but four or five. They all 
are playing in the winter leagues here. It looks a bit odd to see 
box scores and averages in the papers and to see the sweating teams 
and the shirt-sleeved fans at a time when the game is in storage 
at home. 

So, that is how it came about that I found Mr. Mann and his 
caravan of beaters and guides setting out into the baseball jungles 
in search of Cuban ivory. 


CUBANS IN BASEBALL Baseball is filled with the stories 
of fine Cubans who have made 
good in baseball. 

Adolpho Luque was a great pitcher for the Giants and stil! 
coaches for that team. One of the best basebal! stories is that told 
of the Cardinals’ coach, Mike Gonzales. He was sent to scout a 
young ball player many years ago and was asked to wire in a full 
report. 

He went and saw the player and sent back a report as follows: 

“Good field. No hit.” 


Despite the brevity it still is regarded as a classic of complete- 
ness. He could not have told more in 400 words. 


There have been many more of them in the majors. The South- 
ern League has had some excellent ball players from Cuba. The 
last one Atlanta had was Manuel Cueto, a shortstop. Oscar Tuero, 
a star pitcher for a number of years, also pitched for Atlanta a 
brief period, Chattanooga had two good players from Cuba in the 
past two seasons. 


‘Earl Mann says that the Atlanta management wants to give the 
fans and the new manager, Kiki Cuyler, the best it can find. With 
the manpower shortage what it is the Cuban field was the in- 
escapable one. And so it is that one may find Mr. Mann watching 
baseball games, his pockets bulging with contracts and his brows 
corrugated with concentration. 

The ivory-hunting business is not an easy one. Although, at 
that, I believe it most pleasant here on the Pear! of the Caribbean.

Make Your Days Good 


People who make Atlanta their home city, 
those who come here from other places, yen- 
erally have only to be Atlantans for a few 
months, or a year or two, until they acquire a 
deep love for the place. They praise Atlanta to their friends in 
other cities and talk of it as a good place to live, without reservation. 

Then when friends visit them they are sometimes hard put to 
it to explain just what there is about Atlanta which makes it so 
attractive. Of course the usual thing is to fall back upon the 
residential sections, to point to street after street of attractive 
homes, large and small, and to say, indefinitely, “Well, Atlanta is 
just a good place to live.” 

Sometimes the visiting friends adopt a critical point of view 
and begin to point out that, after all, our streets are not as clean 
as they might be; that the railroad gash through the heart of town 
and the smoke make our buildings grimy and soot stained: that our 
streets are laid out haphazard and it is thus difficult for the stranger 
to find the way about. That we lack many attractions of which 
other cities boast. And so on. 

But always the Atlantan, native or adopted, comes back with 
the one fact of which he, or she, is absolutely convinced. Atlanta 
is “a good place to live.” Of that fact they are convinced and 
nothing can shake them. . 

I agree, with them. It is a good place to live. A place with 
faults but a place of which to be properly proud. But I, too, have 
sometimes been hard pressed to provide a blueprint of Atlanta 
advantages to convince some skeptic. 

However, I’ve arrived at a definite conclusion. And will here- 
with pass it on. I think the reason Atlanta is such a good place to 
live is because Atlanta people, by and large, are so friendly. They 
create around you the feeling that you are among home folks, friends 
and neighbors. They have retained, to remarkable degree, the 
friendliness and kindly neighborly attitude of the small town  al- 
though they live in a big city. 


AFTER AN ABSENCE Quite a few years ago I committed 


the error of moving to another city to 
live. Had been offered what seemed like a good job there. So, 
wife and baby—there was only one at that time—and I moved to 
this other city. Wesstayed there six months, At the end of that 
time we decided, even though I knew of no job waiting in Atlanta, 
we'd prefer to be hungry in Atlanta than well-fed where we were.

I LIKE “HOWDYS” It is a grand feeling today to see, every 

time I step on the street, into a store, or 


in any public places, the familiar faces of friends. Folks with whom, 
perhaps, I never come within more than most casual contact but 
who, nevertheless, I count as good friends. 

The policeman directing traffic on the corner, for instance. I’ve 
talked with him, friendly, unimportant chats, perhaps two or three 
times in my life. But it is good, as I pass him at the corner, to 
hear his greeting, “Howdy, Mister Jones,” and to see his broad smile.

There are the Negro friends, a few porters and messengers, who 
are always'‘ready to flash white teeth in a cheery grin and to say a 
good “Good morning” as I pass. 

There are the clerks in the stores, who know me when I wander 
through their places of business or who serve me so well when I 
want to buy. Serve me as one good friend helping’ out another. 

Where I eat, regularly. The hostesses who stop, sometimes, to 
chat at my table. Lunch is always better when they do. And 
Annie Laurie, the waitress who has been serving me for so many 
years we've both lost count. Annie Laurie is, truly, home folks 
to me. 

There are scores, hundreds and more whom I see, daily. Those 
whose names I don’t know, but whose faces are familiar on the 
streetcars I ride. The boys at the filling station and in the grocery 
market.

Will Encouraged Dewey 


Accept Nomination? 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Politically speak- 
ing, Thomas E. Dewey, the former racket-busting 
district attorney, has been looked upon as the 
logical candidate for the next Republican presi- 
dential nomination ever since he won the governorship of New 
York in 1942. 

It was not alone that he had demonstrated his ability to carry 
the most populous state in the country—the first Republican to do 
that in some 20 years. That within itself would have been suffi- 
cient to command top-ranking consideration for his candidacy. 

Governor Dewey has other assets which tend to make him the 
logical political choice of his party for the presidency. As far back 
as 1940 he proved the vote-getting appeal his name carries with Re- 
publicans by winning most of the preferential primaries in which 
he was entered that year. Since then he has continued to hold a 
leading position in the various presidential polls. 

Moreover, Mr. Dewey has none of the liabilities acquired by 
Wendell L. Willkie by virtue of being a defeated candidate for the 
presidency. None of the animosities which attach to Mr. Willkie 
because of the issues raised in the last campaign apply to Mr. Dewey. 

But the real force behind the Dewey boom lies in the bitter 
resentment held by Old Guard elements of the party against Mr. 
Willkie, whom they have never forgiven on a number of scores. 

From the beginning, it has never been a question of who was 
the ablest candidate the Republicans could offer for the presidency, 
but who offered the best tool for defeating Willkie. Dewey, for 
the reasons already enumerated, seemed to present the qualifications 
better than any other potential candidate, hence he has been the 


favorite of the Old Guard from the start. 

WILLKIE CHANCES Unless he is able to produce another- 
political mirdcle, therefore, such as he 

did at Philadelphia four years ago, it has been recognized for some 

time that Mr. Willkie had little chance of capturing the nomina- 

tion, if Governor Dewey should enter the lists as an active opponent. 

Heretofore all of the evidence has indicated that Mr. Dewey had 
no inclination to run. He seemed to look on President Roosevelt's 
election to a fourth term as a foregone conclusion and for this reason 
had no desire to stick his neck out, preferring to wait for a more 
propitious time in 1948. He has given this impression distinctly 
in both public and private utterances. ' 

Events of the past several months, however, appear to have 
changed the New York Governor’s outlook. He no longer regards 
Mr. Roosevelt's: re-election as certain and he has adopted an air of 
less coyness about the nomination. 

As evidence enough on the latter score, one newspaper observer 
who recently spent the day with the Governor at Albany reports 
that, while Dewey himself still maintains an air of aloofness to- 
ward the nomination, all of his immediate associates, official as well 
as political, give the appearance of being actively engaged in a 
presidential campaign. 

Now, obviously none of these goings-on would be permitted 
under his very nose without Mr. Dewey's tacit consent. 


DEWEY CHANGING MIND piney is even stronger evidence 


at the Governor has changed 
his mind about the value of the 1944 nomination. One of his in- 
fluential newspaperman friends and supporters, in an effort to teel 
him out, recently wrote him a letter in which he pretended to agree 
with the Dewey appraisal of the 1944 presidential stiuation that the 
Republican nomination would be an empty honor since Mr. Roose- 
velt was sure to be re-elected. 

Somewhat to his surprise he got a letter back from Dewey 
saying that this was no longer his view at all. On the contrary, 
Dewey professed to believe that most anyone the Republicans put 
up this year would succeed against the President. He went to some 
pains to explain why he now felt this way. 

It was all a trick to smoke the Governor out on his possible 
candidacy. 

The conclusion drawn from the incident is that if Dewey be- 
lieves, as he professed to believe in his letter, that the Republicans 
can defeat Roosevelt this fall, he certainly will not try to dis- 
courage the efforts being put forward in his behalf. In other 
words, he, henceforth is to be regarded as an active contender for 
the prize. 

That being true, Mr. Willkie’s fate, it would seem, is as good 
as sealed, and Mr. Dewey is an all but sure bet to wim the nomi- 
nation. 

None of the other possibilities who have been trotted out~— 
Bricker, MacArthur and Willkie—seem to have a ghost of a show 
against the combined forces which are prepared to unite on the 
Dewey candidacy.

Potato Growers Warned 


To Purchase Seed Early 


AUGUSTA, Maine, Jan. 12.—(#) 
Plant Industry Chief E. L. New- 
dick, of the state agriculture de- 
partment, today said there might 
be a “serious shortage” of seed 
potato stock in the next few 
months and therefore urged Maine 
growers to close contracts for their 
needs as quickly as possible. 

“There just isn’t enough high 
quality seed to meet the demand 
this year,” he said, “and if our 
Maine growers don’t assure them- 
selves of their supplies as soon as 
possible, there is grave danger 
that planting schedules will be se- 
riously disrupted.” 

He said there was a “normal 
supply” -at present, however, but 
added that the demand from other 
states was “much greater than 
usual.”

Nazis Claim 


TitoStronghold 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—(4)—Yugo- 
slav Partisans acknowledged 
today a 30-mile thrust by German 
tanks southward from Banja Luka 
to the Partisan mountain strong- 
hold of Jajce, but said that else- 
where the Nazis were repulsed and 
their communications raided de- 
spite the constantly increasing 
forces they are hurling into their 
campaign to suppress the patriots. 

The outnumbered bands under 
Marshal Josip Broz (Tito) appar- 
ently were meeting the Nazi bid 
by avoiding major battles and ex- 
ploiting hit-skip assaults on rail- 
ways. 

Tito’s broadcast communique 
today did not say where Jajce had 
been captured, but the German- 
controlled Croat News Agency 
claimed the town and identified 


a truck driven by Horace Truitt, 
of Opelika, Ala., on the Roosevelt 
highway, in College Park, police 
reports showed. 

Truitt was arrested and released 
on bond pending an investigation, 
Chief of Police R. W. Moore said.

NEW TYPE ROCKET 

While high U. S. officers labor- 
ed to assemble and correlate all 
the information from the raid, 
however, returned fliers told of 
fierce battles with determined 
Nazi fighters and of a new kind 
of rocket which the Germans 
fired at the packs of bombers 
from the ground. 

“Rockets exploded like big flak 
bursts, only five times bigger 
than any flak I ever saw,” aver- 
red Lieutenant Paul Coad, of Los 
Angeles, Cal., a bombardier. 

Captain Kenneth R. Bickett, of 
Lajunta, Col., pilot of the Fortress 
“Grim Reaper.” said, “the rock- 
ets came up from the ground 
looking as big as a house. They 
threw off great cloilds of smoke 
when they exploded.” 

RUNNING BATTLE 

Other fliers said they were at- 
tacked almost continuously by 
Nazi fighters in a running battle 
during which the German planes 
dived desperately into the midst 
of the formations of big bombers. 

DNB, German official news 
agency, asserted that more than 
a third of the raiders were 
brought down with the. loss of 
more than 1,000 men. It said a 
newly perfected system had sent 
up groups of fighters from a 
chain of defense stations in what 
was described as passing “the 
enemy formations from hand to 
hand.” 

The American blow was direct- 
ed into the very heart of the 
Reich. Brunswick is 120 miles 
west of Berlin. Oschersleben and

Senate Okays 
New Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 12.—()— 
The senate today approved most 
of the important features of the 
$2,275,600,000 tax increase bill, 
completely disregarding President 
Roosevelt's charge that it is not a 
“realistic” revenue measure. 

The measure raced through hun- 


dreds of amendments recommend- 
ed by the financé committee, de- 
laying action on only a few knot- 
ty questions, mostly of a technical 
nature. 

Technically, the bill remained 
open for the most basic changes, 
but none was in sight and Finance 
Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, said he knew of none in 
prospect. 

FRIDAY SESSION 

The remaining committee 
amendments and a few of a minor 
nature offered from the floor 
probably will be disposed of at 
the senate’s next session Friday. 
The controversial amendments ap- 
plying to the war contracts rene- 
gotiation law are to be taken up 
Monday. 

In an opening statement, George 
indirectly took issue with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s contention that 
the bill “does not begin to meet” 
the test of a wartime tax bill 
which should “tax all unreason- 
able profits, both individual and 
corporate, and reduce the ultimate 
cost of the war to our sons and 
daughters.” 

Said George bluntly: 

“It is indeed a realistic tax law 
and will aid materially in reduc- 
ing the cost of the war upon fu- 
ture generations.” . 
The finance chairman said that 
in his opinion the point of dimin- 
ishing returns is at hand as far 
as individual income taxes are 
concerned, and he added that the 
committee was agreed “we have 
about reached the bottom of the 
barrel” unless new sources of rev- 
enue acceptable to the Treasury 
are found. The Treasury demand- 
ed $10,500,000,000 in new taxes. 
HOUSE PLAN KILLED

From an overall revenue stand- 
point, the bill would hit individ- 
ual income taxpayers for an ad- 
ditional $664,900,000 and corpora- 
tions for an extra $502,700,000, 
raised postal rates by $96,900,000 
and collect $1,011,100,000 more 


than at present from excise taxes. 


‘Introduced at a “sparkplug” 
meeting of war bond leaders yes- 
terday, Smith promised that or- 
ganization will be completed today 
and expressed the conviction that 
the quota will again be over- 
subscribed. 


“This job is a tough one,” he

WARDENS TO HELP 

“We must rely upon the indi- 
vidual, meet the greatest part of 
our goal with sales of the $25 to 
$1,000 series ‘E’ bonds. This 
means that to raise a smaller 
amount of money than last time, 
we must actually make more sales. 
However, I am confident that the 
people of Fulton and DeKalb

George M. Phillips, civilian de-

Someone has just sent me a clipping from a newspaper in which 
the question is asked: “Why are the Indian people allowed to 
starve?” They have asked that I aswer this question in my column. 


It seems to me that everybody must realize what has happened 
in India. A great deal of food used in the section where starvation 
has occurred came in the old days from Burma, and that source of 
supply is cut off. At best there was never too much food, Now 
they cannot raise enough food for their own needs, and shipping is 
not available to import it. 

I gather that Great Britain is doing much at present to remedy 
the situation as far as it can be remedied, but 1 doubt whether the 
Indian people were ever well fed according to our standards. This 
is probably due to the fact that most people have not been much 
interested in what happened to the people of India. Perhaps when 
the war is over we will realize how much closer together we all 
are and will take greater interest in the economic condition of

A Young Figure Is Essential 
For Professional Women

trim. If you follow these arti- 
cles, you can reduce weight or 
gain it according to your needs, 
and you can normalize your 
measurements so that your fig- 
ure is just as you’d dike it.) 


As a rule, business women are 
as cagey about their age as if it 
were a military secret—not from 
vanity, but in the interest of sur- 


vival. 

But a gal doesn’t have to tell 
her age to give it away. Her fig- 
ure dates her with ruthless ac- 
curacy, and especially that trait 
orous middle measurement, the 
waistline. Every excess fraction of 
an inch on the waist tacks about 
a year on to the age she can pass 


for. 
If you put on weight, the fat 


seems to make a beeline for your 
waist. But even without excess 
weight, this measurement is hard 
to keep in bounds because it is

A really efficient set of exer- 
cises will keep your waist trim and 
will also help to firm your ab- 
dominal girdle.

And by preceding the 
twist with the up-and-in pull of 
the abdominal muscles, you firm

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and flatten this area. Repeat the 
entire exercise six times, then re- 
lax. 

Now, sit up to do a twist-bend. 

Position: Sit on floor with legs 
straight and wide apart, arms 
straight out at sides in line with 
shoulders. 

Movement: Stretch through the 
midsection and hold it as you spin 
sideward to touch left hand to 
outstretched right foot; stretch up, 
and spin to other side. Keep your 
back straight throughout and do 
the bending from the hip-joints. 
Continue for 10 counts, later 20. 

For the last one, do a side-bend. 

Position: Standing on knees on 
floor, arms straight out at sides 
shoulder-level., 

Movement: Hold your body per- 
fectly in line—pull the abdominal 
muscles up, hips down and under 
—and try to bend sideward to 
touch hand to floor without low- 
ering arm at shoulder. Straighten 
up and bend to other side. Repeat 


four times. 

If you are overweight with too 
many pounds bundled about your 
waist, you’ need both the “Victory 
Reducing Diet” and the special 
waistline trimmers, but you can 
get results on the double.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—(4)—The 
most extensive scramble for play- 
er material in the history of pro 
football was under way today as 
prospects developed at the annual 
midwinter meeting of the National 
Football League that at least 11 
teams and perhaps 12 will operate 
in the circuit in 1944, 

The pattern included Boston, in 
the eastern division, along with 
New York Giants, Brooklyn 
Dodgers, Pittsburgh Steelers, Phil- 
adelphia Eagles and Washington 
Redskins. 

Club owners and other officials 
convened tonight to act upon rec- 
ommendations made by the execu- 
tive committee regarding fran- 
chise applications from Los An.- 
geles, San Francisco and Buffalo, 
New York. 

Buffalo, it was speculated, may 
be granted permission to field a 
team this season. In that case it 
would join the reactivated Cleve- 
land Rams, the Chicago Bears, 
Chicago Cardinals, Detroit Lions 
and the Green Bay Packers, in 
the western division. Thus the 
league would be balanced with 
12 clubs, greatly relieving prob- 
lems of schedule making which 
will be taken up along with the 
draft of college players at the 
league’s spring session in April. 

It is doubtful if the college draft 
will provide much. player mate- 
rial. Out of 300 campus gridders 
raffled off last June, only 20 saw 
action in the fall. Most clubs will 
depend on discharged servicemen 
to fill out their rosters. Never in 
league history will competition for 
player signatures be so keen as in 
the next three months preceding 
the April meeting. 

Bill Shea, legal adviser to Ted 
Collins of radio, whose application 
for a Boston franchise was accept- 
ed last June, said “Boston was 
preparing to go this fall.” One 
scoue, “Tillie’ Manton, former 
player with the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
New York Giants and Texas Chris- 
tian, has been hired by Boston ‘to 
hunt talent in the southwest. 

Pete Cathon and Phil Handler, 
coach of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
and Chicago Cardinals, respective- 
ly, also have been searching 
throughout the southwest, while 
Harry Thayer, of Philadelphia, 
and Curley Lambeau, of Green 
Bay, have been touring the Pacific 
coast. 

Boston, Shea said, will appoint 
two more scouts soon and will 
choose a coach from a list of four 
prospects—three college coaches 
and one former pro mentor—be- 
fore April. 

Buffalo’s Interests are repre- 
sented by a group of five of the 
city’s businessmen, including Sam 
Cordovano, line coach for Lou Lit- 
tle at Columbia for 14 years. Pro- 
moter Charley Murray also was 
interested in a franchise for 
Buffalo. 

“We believe if Buffalo gets a 
franchise we can field a team this 
season,” Cordovano said.

There is no delay 
in waiting for any jockey’s pro- | 
test. Further al] jockeys know | 
these Fair Grounds stewards are 
going to call fouls without fear 
or favor, that every move they 
make will be closely and impar- 
tially watched. For this reason 
you see no cleaner racing than 
you'll find at the Fair Grounds. 

Certainly there are startling 
shifts in form. But with so 
many bad horses and so few good 
horses running anywhere you go, 
this is to be expected. Some of 
them are sore—some of them are 
stale—most of them never were 
much and won’t improve a lot. 

When such horses as Whirl- 
away, Alsab, Count Fleet, Ocean 
Wave and others, who rank high, 
had to leave the field, the drop 
in class was terrific. 

Talking with a veteran trainer 
and horse follower, I thought he 
had the right answer— 

“How can I give you a tip or 
bet on a race when I wouldn't 
give $200 for any horse in the 
field?” 


Why the Jockey Angle? 


It has always struck me as a 
somewhat cockeyed idea to wait 
for any jockey's protest or let that 
play any important part in the 
ruling. Suppose referees and 
umpires had to consider the com- 
plaints of football players be- 
fore reaching any final decision? 
In football, fouls are called im- 
mediately. In baseball, umpires 
work in fractions of a second. 

The stewards are supposed to 
have the ability to see everything 
that happens in a race. Maybe 
three stewards are not enough. 
Around Chicago tracks they have 
six stewards who have a far bet- 
ter chance to get a clearer pic- 
ture of everything that happens 
from start to finish. 

Here is another New York 
ruling that should be changed— 
You have two leading horses 
swinging down the stretch, well 
in advance of the others. A foul 
is finally called on the winner, 
nearing the wire. What happens? 
Is he placed second, where he 
es Not at all. He is placed 
ast. 

This, of course, doesn’t make 
any form of sense. California was 
smart enough to change that rule 
years ago. So have other well- 
known, tracks. But New York 
sticks to the ancient ages of man 
and horse, or horse and man, 
whichever came first. I think it 
was the horse. Only in those days 
he wasn’t as big as a dog. 


A New Racing Era 

Racing has grown to be some- 
thing more than a few tracks 
handled and directed by a few 
veteran members of jockey clubs 
who take practically full control. 
Racing today is big business with 
two capital. B’s. 

One answer is the $700,000,000 
wagered through the mutuels of 
1943—and the $19,000,000 that 
came to the state of New York 


alone. | 

The racing commission in New| 
York should be given the same 
authority Judge Landis has in/' 
baseball, It is given almost no 
authority—at least any authority 
that carries a sting. 

New York tracks, where close 
to $300,000,000 was bet last season, 
is far below most of the other 
tracks in Chicago, New Orleans, 
Maryland, New England, Florida 
and California in its general con- 
duct of the racing game. I'd like
